People are too quick to distance 
themselves from violence

inally, after years of preparing 

myself, I saw my first mugging. 
What a relief. Years of watching vio- 
lent, fear-saturated, American TV 
had not been wasted. I recognized 
the mugging for what it was. If I had 
to rely on experience, I probably 
wouldn’t have known what I was 
seeing 

I half expected one of the cast of 
NYPD Blue, Hill Street Blues, or 
Top Cops to leap out of the dump- 
ster and apprehend the perpetra- 
tor. Sadly, I live in Canada where 
our law enforcement officers are 
not as prepared or alert as those in 
the U.S. Have you noticed the 
mediocrity of our cop show — 
Battle Against Crime — com- 
pared to the US versions. It’s 
downright embarrassing. 

To be fair, things have picked up 
lately. People attacked with meat 
cleavers in mall food courts. 
Bombs in Calgary. Drive-by shoot- 
ings and other gang violence. Now 
we're getting somewhere. Calgary 
even has its_own Blue Thunder 
chopper. Used to be, I had to 
watch Spokane News to get some 
action but I think the Bernardo 
case marked our coming of age. 


Shoved, then scrammed 


I walk up to the victim. It’s 
broad daylight and he’s lying 
motionless at the mouth of an 
alley. Three people stand over him. 
Two other witnesses give aid and 
the third is a “drinking buddy.” The 
assailant had walked around the 
corner after shoving the victim to 
the pavement and taking his wal- 
let. 

“Are you hurt.” “Can you hear 
us?” “An ambulance is on its way.” 

He doesn’t acknowledge hearing 
us. The drinking buddy, who’s 
been drinking and doesn’t act like 
much of a buddy, wants to move 
him. The rest of us disagree. He 
persists and tries to lift the victim 
using a combination bear hug and 
half nelson. There is no stirring, 
only dead weight. “Leave the poor 
guy alone.” He gives up after only 
managing to get the man fo sit. 

The best the stunned man can 
do is reach into his pocket for 
something. A small blue pill falls to 
the ground. I pick it up and show it 
to the group. It’s a Valium 10.

longer able to get a buzz using 
solely large quantities of booze. 
Buddy holds his hand out for the 
pill and we laugh at him. 

Just about this time the ambu- 
lance arrives. We give the para- 
medic the pill, along with another 
we fished out of his shirt pocket. 
The police arrive shortly after- 
wards and we try unravelling the 
situation. 

The paramedics are not deeply 
concerned. “Come on, get up. 
You're not hurt.” I’m led to believe 
they see too much of this. Buddy 
can give no information and quick- 
ly retreats into the bar. After 
telling what I can, I decide to go 
into the bar to see what kind of a 
place it is. As I leave, I hear a 
bystander say, “he shouldn’t have 
been drinking in little Hobbema 
anyway.” 

Walking up the stairs to the 
sparsely-decorated hall, I think 
about what this means. I suppose 
this is how we're able to tolerate 
increasing violence in our society. 
We either blame the victim or we 
separate ourselves from the vio- 
lence. As society becomes less 
homogeneous we can easily 
remove ourselves from this group 
or that group. “They” hack each 
other with cleavers but the rest of 
us have little to worry about. Even 
police are quick to make this 
claim. 

No fear, that was only more 
gang-related violence — another 
drug-related attack. Asian gangs, 
bikers, gay bashing; we don’t have 
to worry about it because we're 
not involved in any such thing. 

It reminds me of the first-class 
passengers rearranging the deck 
chairs on the Titanic while the 
third-class berths are ankle deep in 
water. In the end, we all go down 
with the ship — no matter where

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These big bugs aren’t garden variety 


Gigantic rainforest specimens make their debut at the Provincial Museum

ugs. People fear them. Everyone 
steps on them. We buy repellent 

to ward them away. Yet, without 
them the world would cease to exist. 
Terry Thormin, Bug Room 
supervisor at the Provincial 
Museum of Alberta, makes his liv- 
ing collecting and studying the lit- 
tle creepy creatures. All of them 
may be creepy but not all of them 
are little. And that is the premise 
of the newest exhibit at the muse- 


Bugworld is a collection of some 
of the largest spiders, beetles and 
grasshoppers in the world. 
Thormin recently returned from a 
10-day trip to Trinidad and 
Tobago, an island nation off the 
coast of South America, where he 
collected some of the giant bugs 
that will be on display. 

He spent several nights in the 
rain forest waiting under a radio 
tower's lights to collect his bugs. 
Only, at first, the bugs didn’t have 
the same itinerary as Thormin. 

For the first six nights, Thormin 
and two other entomologists from 
Edmonton caught nothing. Finally, 
on the last night, Thormin got 
what he came for: female silk spi- 
ders the size of your palm, 
grasshoppers as long as a baby’s 
arm_and walking sticks that can 


reach a length of 33 centimetres. 

The live insects are just a small 
portion of the Bugworld exhibit 
which opens Sunday and runs until 
Feb. 2, 1997. The true stars of the 
show are the giant robotic insects 
that have infested the museum. 

Imagine you are suddenly one- 
inch high and the bugs in your 
back yard are the size of human 
beings. Where do you hide? In the 
jam jar that just last night held 
your praying mantis, or do you run 
under the mushroom and watch as 
two rhinoceros beetles battle it 
out? 

Thormin wants to help people 
overcome their fear of bugs and he 
hopes this exhibit will bring them 
one step closer to understanding 
that the world needs bugs. Bugs 
are food for mammals and birds 
and they help pollinate the plants 
we eat. 

“Ultimately, we go if the insects 
go,” said Thormin. 

He calls Bugworld an opportuni- 
ty for people to learn more of the 
truth about the creepy crawlers, 
adding the exhibit is relying on 
school groups to make it a suc- 
cess. Bugworld has been designed 
to fit in with the kindergarten to 
Grade 9 school curriculum. 

The Bugworld exhibit is not part 
of the regular Bug Room that has 
been running at the museum for

About 100 species of butterflies 
were flown in from Great Britain 
earlier this week and also forms 
part of the exhibit. 

And like the Butterfly House at 
Devonian Gardens, east of 
Edmonton, there will be a tropical 
room set up for the exhibit where 
the butterflies will fly freely 
around. The only concern Thormin 
has is how he will keep the butter- 
flies from getting caught in the 
golden silk spiders’ webs. e

Sana night at the Yardbird Suite, - 


jazz pianist D.D. Jackson started the 
evening with an air of practised sophisti- 
cation. Almost cocky, he grabbed his 
microphone and said, “Bring me a towel 
please. I'll need it by the end of the sec- 
ond song.” No kidding. 

Conservatory educated, Jackson main- 
tained a mainly-classical focus for most 
of his life. Though he listened to some 
jazz and did a bit of improvisation while 
growing up, he didn’t really start to 
absorb the jazz language until he got to 
New York. Then the bug bit him and he 
bit back. 

The first piece Jackson played was 
frantic, frenzied and frenetic, causing sur- 
real little vignettes to zip in and out of my 
mind. The equally busy Jordon O’Connor 
was a real treat, matching on double bass 
whatever Jackson did on piano.

Percussive, melodic and inventive, he 
seemed to draw from an endless bag of 
tricks. And drummer Jean Martin 
(Chelsea Bridge) drove this super-animat- 
ed composition, mapping out new territo- 
ry on every rim and surface within reach. 

The next tune (Peace-Song, title track 
from Jackson’s début CD) was a gentler 
bit of work. A real flying/travelling piece, 
it spurred a bit of dimension-hopping in 
the room. The air was close, almost 
muggy, like New York on a good day: And 
that bass — I swear — was talking. I kept 
straining to hear, but I could never quite 
catch the words: 

All of a sudden, the mood changed and 
the peace song turned into a rally. It 
looked as though things might turn ugly, 
but they didn’t — it was, after all, a 
peaceful demonstration. 

From his most recent Justin Time 
release Rhythm Dance came a delightful 
work called Dreams. 

Jackson was Schroeder, doing that riff 
that makes Snoopy dance with such joie 
de vivre. I leaned back, closed my eyes, 
and a recent dream, about a teacher and 
a storm and massive fir trees, washed 
over me. The song ended and my heart 


was still racing. For the second time in 
less than 24 hours, I wanted to know 
what was about to happen when I woke 
up. 

Saturday’s crowd was also treated to a 
preview of Pleasure and Pain, a song off 
a new album of duo work scheduled for 
release early in 1997. Jackson’s hands 
were like a wind-up toy — keyed so tight 
his fingers exploded in a blurry release of 
energy and then wound slowly down to a 
moody, thoughtful place of pleasure and 
pain. 

The new recording features DD with 
various players he has associated with, 
including trombonist Ray Anderson, clar- 
inettist Don Byron, tenor saxist Hamiett 
Bluiett and violinist Billy Bang. 

And so went the first set, and then the 
second and third. An encore brought 
Jackson back for a solo tune called 
Funerale that he wrote in honor of his 
brother. A moving, sometimes disturbing 
composition, it brought full circle an 
evening of emotions and dances with the 
ghosts of his life experiences. The DD 
Jackson Trio is alive, a kinetic encounter, 
from sophisticated to raw and back 
again.

Wars. The reason for the grin 
wasn’t just the cameras in the 
vicinity.

“We were having a riot in (the stu- 
dio). So much so, I was asking 
Steven every once in a while, ‘are 
we getting anything done here? 
This doesn’t seem like work.” 

While Trusted was recorded on 
the Wet Coast, it originated in the 
cities of North America and 
Europe, during the Smilin’ 
Buddha Cabaret tour. The impor- 
tance of the tour is duly noted on 
the CD/cassette insert. 

“We took a DAT recorder with 
us,” Comparelli explained. “We 
started doing that when we were 
touring with Midnight Oil in 
Europe. A lot of ideas came from 
that tour.” 

Sound checks and rehearsais 
formed the seed for new songs and 
as each song developed, it took on 
an identity based on the locale 
where it began. The songs them- 
selves had nothing to do with 
where they were written; it was 
just a way to keep track of the bits 
and pieces the band gathered and 
brought back to Vancouver.

the members and the different 
sounds of the different stages.”

Dear Dear became known as the 
pop album and Smilin’ as the 
return to the band’s punk roots, 
but the new recording has a real 
mixture. 

“We try everything,” admitted 
Comparelli, explaining what a song 
needs before becoming true 54-40 
material. “It has to pass three tests 
before it'll make it on an album. It 
has to have a good groove, so you 
can dance to it. It has to be appeal- 
ing on the intellectual level lyrical- 
ly, so you can get into that aspect 
of it. And'then it’s just got to have a 
vibe.” 

And if nothing else, that’s what 
54-40 has always possessed — the 
spirit of the vibe. e

Figures in the Landscape 
the Art of Robert Reginald 
Whale(1805-1887) 


Edmonton Art Gallery 
Runs to Nov. 11 


I" polite circles the paintings that 
make up Figures in the Land- 
scape would be called idealized. A 
better word would be insipid. 

The ‘figures’ are tiny and forget- 
table and the ‘landscape’ largely 
taken from the artist’s imagination. 

If the public needed reminding 
old is not necessarily better, this 
exhibit of paintings from the previ- 
ous century should do it. 

Robert Reginald Whale came 
from England to live and work in 
Ontario in the mid-1800s. As artists 
will do, he kept painting that 
which he’d left behind. 





Whale is described as one of the 
first professional painters to have 
come to the region. One is certain 
the locals and his fellow expatri- 
ates were suitably impressed. But 
his paintings, ostensibly set in 
Ontario, are devoid of light or 
shadow. Instead, every scene is 
drowned in an English dullness. 
The trees are lush and mossy and 
the terrain is unrecognizable. 

A more interesting show would 
have educated the public about the 
small myths Whale’s work relied 
upon. Instead, the exhibit rein- 
forces them. There's a kind of 
kitsch nostalgia at work here. 

It’s a pity to give further cre- 
dence to the past century’s ratio- 
nalizations. His Animals, from 
Life weren't. They were stuffed 
carcasses done in studio. 

Likewise, his Landscapes with 
Bathers :the minuscule swimming 
nudes only just resemble the 
female form. 


But even when he worked with 
the living, all was not well. His stu- 
dio portraits are curiosities. There 
is no depth. The artist tried to 
bring his sitters to life by placing a 
small white dot of paint in each 
eye, to suggest the reflection of 
light. 
The heads are overlarge and the 
bodies mannequin-like, arms fore- 
shortened and hands poorly exe- 
cuted. The latter was a major trou- 
ble spot. Whale either hid his sit- 
ters’ hands behind props or man- 
gled them. 

His paintings do not chronicle 
provincial life. These are strange 
relics of a time when newcomers 
represented Canada, not as it was 
but according to the baggage 
they’d brought with them. 

The gallery could have present- 
ed the paintings as such. Instead, 
there’s an odd seriousness to the 
exhibit titles and notes, a rever- 
ence the work doesn’t merit. @

Strong production of Ghosts bodes well for coming season at Citadel Theatre

You could almost hear it. A col- 
lective sigh of relief running 
through the audience as the 
Citadel’s opener, a modern version 
of Ibsen’s dark domestic drama 
Ghosts, closed curtain last week. 

Despite minor problems in 
translating the century-old 
Norwegian classic into mid-19th 
century vernacular, the perfor- 
mances matched the strength and 
stark intent of Ibsen’s script. 
Directed by Duncan McIntosh, 
Ghosts bodes well for the Citadel's 





upcoming season. 

Ibsen's play is about stripping 
away social convention in an 
attempt to find truth. His charac- 
ters are complex, their lives com- 
plicated by lies and the haunting 
presence of past ghosts. These are 
meaty roles and McIntosh’s cast 
rises to the physical and psycho- 
logical challenge of finding justifi- 
cation for subterfuge as each layer 
of lies is stripped away, 

Vancouver Playhouse artistic 
director Susan Cox, returning to 
the stage after an eight-year hiatus, 
plays the tormented Mrs. Alving 
with grace and passion. Her strug- 
gle to rid herself of torturous 
memories of a husband’s descent 
into debauchery and madness are 
balanced against a tender mother- 
ing instinct to “make it all better” 
for her sick and long-deceived son 


Seagull as Chekhov

ll four acts in Studio Theatre’s 

production of Chekhov's The 
Seagull open with a piano number 
that rattles around like a tune in a 
bottle, builds noisily, and climaxes 
with a gun-shot. Konstantine (Mich- 
ael Wacholtz) enters from behind the 
audience, dashes towards the stage 
and ducks inside the curtain. 

This “stage” entrance works 
admirably, capturing the young 
playwright’s agitated search to find 
himself and its catastrophic end- 
ing. It also frames Studio Theatre’s 
season opener with an artist’s per- 
spective and suggests the impor- 
tant conflicts in Chekhov’s drama 
are struggles with one’s sense of 
vocation. Konstantine’s curtain 
call signals his new-found theatri- 
cal calling — and a writer’s long 
road to self-respect. 

Konstantine’s own mother, her- 
self an actress, would deter him 
from his path of choice; arrogantly 
disrupting his play in the first act, 
she batters his confidence. Jill 
Dyck's Arcadina — gaudy, vain, 
and selfish — stands out among 
many strong performances. She 
preens herself before the men and 
women assembled at her brother 
So estate and claims to pos- 








Sorin muses about his unful- 
filled promise as a writer and 
lover, while Constantine seeks to 
find himself through writing and in 
his love for a woman, as Sorin 
once did. Yet Sorin can hardly 
resist Konstantine’s sweetheart 
Nina (Shannon Quinn), a third his 
age. Larry Yachimec shines as the 
self-regarding Trigorin. His speech 
about the writer’s obsessive craft 
is one of the most striking charac-

Subtly, Cox allows us to witness 
the slow unravelling of Mrs. 
Alving’s public persona. In the 
final scene, with arms uplifted 
over the prone body of her boy, 
Cox conveys both triumph and 
despair, echoing Ibsen’s message 
of the costs of honesty in a hide- 
bound society. 

Jeff Haslam in the role of the 
son matches Cox for dramatic 
impact and subtly. He demon- 
strates the breadth of his talents 
by being at once the needy child 
and the worldly man. Haslam’s 
portrait of young Alving is exquis- 
itely rendered and, with a deft 
touch, he allows the audience to 
feel both compassion and pity for 
Osvald as the sins of the father are 
visited on the son.

iving well is the best revenge — or is it? 

Evelyn Lau isn’t so sure. The 25-year-old 
author, who reads in Edmonton at the Alberta 
Book Fair this weekend, is still adjusting to life 
in her trendy Yaletown apartment in 
Vancouver. Lau, on the phone from the West 
Coast, said the 660-square-foot apartment with 
a solarium is a big place by her standards, but 
it still doesn’t feel like home. 

But maybe “home” is a concept that will 
continue to elude Lau all her life. Lau is, of 
course, best-known as author of the brutally 
honest Runaway: Diary of a Street Kid. The 
book details Lau’s odyssey into Vancouver's 
sordid world of drugs and prostitution at the 
tender age of 14. 

An honors student in English, Lau fled her 
impossibly strict parents in 1986 and lived 
on the streets for two years. The book, 
being reissued this year, caused a sensation 
when it was published in 1989. And while 
Runaway is the book that brought Lau wide- 
spread attention, it is also the book she’s 
had to overcome. 

Lau said Runaway did well commercially, 
but wasn’t considered a literary book. “If 
anything, it made it a lot more difficult for 
me to be accepted as a writer because a lot 
of people didn’t expect much more to come 
out of me. People in the writing community 
regarded my work with a bit of a sneer, I 
think.” 

Governor General’s Award 


She set out to prove them wrong. In the 
seven years since Runaway, Lau has worked 
methodically, publishing three books of 
poetry, a collection of short stories and a 
novel. She became the youngest poet ever to 
be nominated for a Governor General's 
Award in 1992, for Oedipal Dreams. 

“I had this immense drive to prove people 
wrong,” said Lau, in what is surely one of 
the understatements of the year. 

She calls Fresh Girls, her book of short 
stories published in 1993, the turning point. 
“I had been banging my head against a wall 
and suddenly it wasn’t there any more.” Yet 
even as Lau grew to trust her work she 
began to worry she was writing the same 
story over and over again. 

It’s obvious Lau’s experiences on the 
streets have left her obsessed with relations

beautiful books. I want to be writing novels 
about relationships, but in a much more 
complex, observant and detailed way. That’s 
something that still eludes me at this point.” 

The writers Lau enjoys include John 
Cheever and John Updike. She said she 
holds the latter author in complete awe and 
professes admiration for his intellectual 
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Evelyn Lau’s first book shook up 
Canada’s literary community. 


agility. “I'm very partial to American writing 
about family, marriage, relationships and af- 
fairs.” Adds Lau somewhat ingenuously: “I 
don’t know why. It seems to be the most 
interesting thing to me.” 

In fact, her own family relations are still 
“non-existent.” Lau still wants nothing to do 
with her parents, although she said they are 
a big part of her interior life. In the same 
way, Lau’s past has not totally faded into the 
background yet. 

For a while-she used to run into former 
johns in Vancouver, experiences she 
describes as discomforting. Lau considered 
moving from the West Coast, but remained 
too attached to the city and her friends.

Rehashing old memories 


Even so, it is still exacerbated now and 
again. Most recently, Lau’s past flickered 
across network television when CBC made 
Runaway into a movie-of-the-week starring 
Sandra Oh a couple of years ago. 

Lau acted as a script consultant but, to 
date, hasn't seen the finished product, a 
deliberate decision on her part. As it was, 
she found consulting on the film a gruelling 
task. 

“The people who were involved with it 
genuinely wanted to create something fair 
and sensitive, but it was very hard for me to 
be probed about details of everything in 
order to get the nuances right. 

“After about seven months of that, I said, 
‘I can’t bear this any more. I don’t want to 
keep looking back at this part of my life, just 
going over and over it again.” 

Lau’s moving ahead now, in often unex- 
pected directions. Just two weeks ago she 
grabbed three medals, including the gold for 
best article, at the Western Magazine 
Awards. The honors came for a cover story 
on bulimia she wrote for The Georgia 
Straight. 

And she’s just packed off her second 
novel to her agent. Tentatively titled The 
Desert Winter, Lau said it’s about a relation- 
ship between two writers, a young woman 
and an older man. She won't admit to-it 
being about her and W.P. Kinsella, the noted 
author and also the man she’s currently see- 
ing. 

No competition for them 


“I do draw so much from the experiences 
of my own life, but the people in the book 
are in some ways very different. The young 
woman is an alcoholic; the male writer is 
vastly more successful. There’s a lot of com- 
petition, which certainly wasn’t true in our 
case.” 

What is difficult for her and 61-year-old 
Kinsella, admits Lau, is the fact she’s a very 
public person while he tends to be more 
guarded. “Hey, everybody knows about my 
personal life, right? He’s more private. I 
think it’s really hard for him. When there’s 
so much of an age difference, people don't 
understand.” 

But then, Lau’s not asking for approval.

Big Night 

(Rysher)

n the tradition of great “food” 

films, Big Night tells its story 
using passion for food and subtle 
humor. The tale of two Italian immi- 
grant brothers who create master- 
pieces in the kitchen of their strug- 
gling Italian restaurant is reminiscent 
of Like Water for Chocolate or Eat, 
Drink, Man, Woman. 

Actor Tony Shalhoub (of NBC’s 
Wings) turns in a fine performance 
as the oldest brother and master 
chef whose main concer is quali- 
ty and authenticity in the kitchen. 
Stanley Tucci’s (of ABC’s Murder 
One) acting is as slick as his char- 
acter, Secondo Pilaggi, a man look- 
ing for success the easy way. 

Teetering on the brink of failure, 
the brothers agree to host a dinner 
at their restaurant (The Paradise) 
for famed Italian-American musi- 
cian Louis Prima who is playing in 
the area. Hoping that a “big night” 
with Prima as guest will get them 
publicity, the brothers use every 
cent they have on an Italian feast 
for the senses. 

The emotions that food brings 
forth are captured brilliantly by co- 
directors Tucci and Campbell 
Scott. With half the film’s running 
time devoted to the elaborate 
preparations and presentations of 


the feast, Big Night manages to 
equate the creation and consump- 
tion of food to art. 

While the story line is pre- 
dictable to a large degree, there is 
joy in watching the interactions of 
characters that evoke empathy. 

Primo’s passion for the cuisine 
is well-illustrated in his line “To 
eat good food is to be close to 
God.” The recognition factor of 
Secondo produces a wry grin — 
most people run across someone 
like him everyday. Minnie Driver is 
appropriately naive as Phyllis, the 
American girlfriend of Secondo. 

Ian Holm is enthusiastic as 
Pascal, the slimy restaurateur from 
across the street who befriends 
Secondo. Isabella Rossellini (The 
Innocent) puts in a fine perfor- 
mance as the stunning Gabriella, 
Pascal's girlfriend. 

Like the Italian family it por- 
trays, the people behind this movie 
are a close-knit group. Stanley 
Tucci, who acts as co-scripter, co- 
director and co-star, drew this pro- 
ject from his own large Italian fam- 
ily. Tucci collaborated with his 
cousin, screenwriter Joseph 
Tropiano, and called in his high 
school friend Campbell Scott to 
direct the film. 

Big Night is about more than 
1950’s immigrants chasing the 
“American Dream.” It is strong in 
its contrasts of the risk everything 
for success attitude with standing 
for principles that matter. In the 
end, Big Night illustrates beauti- 
fully how success and love are 
defined, even today.
